UNO adopting UNO: Fundraising still successful

As the semester progresses and the 
University of New Orleans works to get back 
on their feet, students and faculty at UNO 
continue to raise funds to help them. 

At the football game on Saturday, Nov. 
5 more than $600 was raised from donation 
containers and the sales of the “UNO adopts 
UNO t-shirts,” said Rita Henry, assistant vice 
chancellor of student affairs. 
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Most of the money raised was from 
the cheerleaders passing around donation 
containers during the game, totaling $500. 

Fifteen t-shirts were sold at the football 
game, and the shirts will be available at 
other upcoming events and in the Office of 
University Affairs, Eppley 108, Henry said. 

On Saturday, Nov. 19 they will be passing 
around containers and selling t-shirts again at 
the Kaufman/Brand Open wrestling event 
in the Sapp Fieldhouse. Members from the 
Staff Advisory Council will be selling t-shirts, 


and the cheerleaders will be passing around 
the donation containers again, Henry said.

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Library renovations will create more places 
for studying.

Noise from the renovations on the 
new wing of the library has not deterred 
students from using the facilities. 

Computers still fill up, as do study 
areas, said Stephen Shorb, dean of the 
University Library. With the renovations 
there will be even more areas for people 
to study and more computers for students 
to use, he said. 

“Looking around, as compared to 
other semesters, people still come,” said 
Cassidy Anderson, a junior at UNO. 

They just finished pouring the 
foundation walls of the lower level, and 
you can start to see the curvature to the 
building, Shorb said. They are also putting 
in a new drainage system connecting 
to the existing drainage system in the 
parking lot to the east of the building. 

All of the renovations have been bid 
on, and thus far they are on or under 
budget for the construction, Shorb said. 

“Substantial completion of building 
(by) next fall, probably October,” Shorb 
said. “We are really looking forward to 
that.” 

There are going to be several new 
features for students to enjoy, including 
group study rooms, a coffee lounge, 400 
extra study spaces, more plug-ins for 
laptops and a browsing area for journals 
and periodicals. 

“I think it’s coming along fine,” said 
junior Gerianne Mier. “I think every time 
you do updates, you are doing well.” 

With the insulated construction wall

professor can be fired,” said Johansen, a 
Frederick W. Kayser Research Professor. 

Johansen, who is a professor in the 
College of Communication, Fine Arts and 
Media, said that he was not certain why he 
was asked to join the panel. 

“I don’t really know [why I was chosen]. 
I have written lots of books and they were 
looking for someone who knew Native 
American history. 

“I don’t think that they knew I was 
following the case or developing a book on 
academic freedom issues. They had no way 
of knowing,” he said. 

Before he agreed to be on the panel 
Johansen said he thought about what he was 
getting into. | 

“I knew I was walking into a hurricane. 
I knew the players. I knew that this would be 
a hot button issue.” 

Johansen knew that he would also 
come under fire when the names of the five 
panelists were released. 

He has taken particular flack from 
PirateBallerina.com, a Web site dedicated 
to the issues surrounding Churchill and the 
investigation, and the individuals involved 
with it. 

PirateBallerina.com’s criticisms of 
Johansen alleged a system of quid pro quo 
between Johansen and Churchill, and began 
a war of words between Johansen and the 
site’s proprietor, Jim Paine. _. 

The notion of quid pro quo suggests that 
both parties agreed to trade ideas, services or 
goods for mutual benefit. 

The allegations stem from positive 
reviews given by Churchill that were printed 
on the jacket of a book edited by Johansen. 
The allegation prompted Johansen to threaten 
legal action against Paine and the site. 

Johansen maintains that the two 
professors have never even met and hold no 
such agreement. 

“Last month, when it (the allegation) 
was posted it said that there was quid pro quo 
involved. It was libelous,” said Johansen. 
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“It is a preponderance of evidence, nota 
single blurb, that creates the appearance of a 
conflict of interest,” he said. 

The panelists are all university professors, 
Three members of the panel are from the CU 
system, one from University of Arizona and 
Johansen rounded out the group as the only 
Native American historian. The panel had 
been referred to by the Web site as the “five 
stooges.” 

Johansen’s response to. this attack was 
summed up in one sentence: “I am nobody's 
stooge.” 

Because of all of the controversy 
Johansen resigned from the panel, a decision 
that has not yet been released by the CU 
System. 

“The rules are such that they don’t define 
whose perception of impropriety rules. They 
should not [have] to focus on me. I’m not the 
one. I’m not the issue,” he said. 

In response to the writings on 
PirateBallerina.com and to the articles in 
Colorado’s The Rocky Mountain News, | 
Johansen has submitted a_ personal 
commentary piece to The Rocky Mountain ’ 
News expressing his devotion to academic 
freedom and attesting to the validity of his 
integrity in the Churchill forum. He has also 
posted several responses on PirateBallerina. 
com. 

Johansen’s departure leaves an empty 
seat on a panel that will not be easy to refill. 

“T need to leave. They need to find 
someone who, when you do a Google search 
of their name plus Ward Churchill you get — 
an empty window,” he said. ) 
“They need to find someone with no 
cooties.” 

Upon his resignation Johansen told the 
committee that his presence would impede 
their ability to attend to the matter at hand.

“(Heritage Month] informs, gives 
awareness and educates students and 
faculty,” said Lavada Pilcher, vice 
president of the Inter-tribal Student 
Counciland the presidentof the American 
Indian Science and Engineering Society. 
“It lets Native Americans have a voice 
on campus.” 

Pilcher, a member of the Omaha and 
Ponca tribes, was inspired by her three 
sons to go back to college so she could 
provide a better life for them. 

She said she recognized the efforts 
of the UNO community to support 
diversity on campus. 

On Oct. 31 Fred Leroy led the 15- 
year Anniversary of the Ponca Tribe 


Restoration. 

There were about 25 people in 
attendance for this event, said Sharif 
Liwaru, organizations adviser for the 
Cultural Awareness Programs. 

“Fred Leroy is a great storyteller. He 
painted the picture very well for us,” 
Liwaru said. 

On Nov. 2, a native art, craft and 
culture exhibit came to UNO, where 
13 artists displayed their work, Liwaru 
said. Maynard Hinman, a storyteller, 
was also at the exhibit. 

About 100 people attended the 
exhibit to enjoy the stories of Hinman 
and each of the individual artists. 

Frank LaMere discussed tribal 
politics and the power of Native 
Activism on Nov. 3. More than 40 people 
attended this discussion and gave 
positive feedback. | 

“His [LaMere] message was simple, 
‘be involved in correcting the wrongs 
you see,’” Liwaru said. “As one student 
said, ‘Don’t talk about, be about it!’” 

Liwaru said the presenters were glad 
to share their art, knowledge, history 
and goals with UNO. 
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that the fewer number of attendees 
actually allowed more time — for 
conversation, which can improve the 
quality of information exchanged. 

“The slowness is a trend across 
the country. For whatever reason, 
students are not attending these events 
as regularly,” Swanson said. “I am 
certainly not discouraged. We will 
continue to develop the channels of 
communication. It’s going to take some 
time for people to get used to this.”

CRISPS First, we had to get over the fact that 
these have no creamy filling.

Blue October — Saturday, Nov. 5 — 
Sokol Auditorium

As per usual, Blue October hosted a 
sold-out show last Saturday night at Sokol 
Auditorium. 

The Houston-based quintet broke 
through to the Omaha music scene in 2001, 
after releasing their major-label debut, 
Consent To Treatment. One of the singles off 
the album, james,” received a generous 
amount of airplay Gn 89.7 The River, which 
hooked Omaha music lovers and ushered 
the beginning of a long-standing, almost 
obsessive fan base. 

The band’s 2003 follow-up, History For 
Sale, was met with equal fervor, solidifying 
what was primarily a grassroots-induced 
cult-like following throughout the Midwest. 
Although the band still has yet to grace the 
pages of Spin or Rolling Stone magazines, 
it has no problem selling out huge venues 
throughout the Midwest and _ pushing 
thousands of albums. 

In anticipation of the band’s next album, 
Foiled (slated to hit stores this spring), Blue 
October is on the road again and of course 
made the obligatory stop in Omaha last 
Saturday. Blue October’s front man, Justin 
Furstenfeld, has on many occasions expressed 
his gratefulness and fondness of Omaha, 
one of the band’s most responsive cities. In 
addition, he met his longtime girlfriend here, 
who purportedly goes to UNL. 

Last Saturday, fans were treated to a 
pretty diverse mix of old and new songs. 
Opening with “Conversation Via Radio (Do 
You Ever Wonder),” the crowd sprung to 
action, screaming nearly as loud as the music 
pumping out of the speakers. Wearing a 
black-on-black suit, red tie and sunglasses 
(the first time in about a dozen Blue October 
shows I’ve ever seen him wear anything 
different than jeans and a t-shirt), Furstenfeld 
hopped around the stage with what appeared 
to be a newfound energy. 

Contrary to speculation, a couple years 
off the road hadn’t rusted the band’s skill one 


bit. Ryan Delahoussaye (oddly wearing a 


scarf) wielded his violin with his trademark 
intensity, putting a whole new spin on the old- 
fashioned instrument: Bassist Matt Noveskey 
recently rejgined the band, and although he 
seemed a little more reserved on stage than 
the others, he had no problem keeping up, 
contributing a deep, soulful, soaking-wet 
groove. 

The band whipped through a few slower, 
classic favorites like “HRSA,” “Drop” and 
“Inner Glow” before moving on to some 
floor-shakers, most notably, “Razorblade.” 
Encouraging the audience to sing along, the 
venue erupted with 1000 voices shouting the 
lyrics, “A brief bout with a razorblade cut 
me/I freaked out, thinking people didn’t love 
me”...and so on. 

Oddly, the set was seriously lacking songs 
from the new, unreleased album. In fact, I’m 
pretty sure only two were played; “Hate Me” 
and 18" Floor Balcony.” Whether or not this 
upset the crowd was interminable, because 
everyone in sight was still smiling ear-to-ear, 
even toward the end of the show. 

For the encore, the band performed “A 
Quiet Mind” and a killer version of “Come 
In Closer.” Furstenfeld then closed things 
out with the a cappella “Pulling the Sound of 
Heaven Down.” 

| have one complaint about this show, 
and it’s that it was too damn short. Fifteen 
songs? Come on—that’s only about one hour’s 
worth of music! Not only was the ticket price 
a steep $15, but it’s been over a year since the 
band’s been to town, and it’s promoting an 
upcoming album. For as loyal as Omaha’s 
been during the years, I think we deserved 
more than a one-hour set. 

Other than the scant duration of the set, 
the show was awesome, just as any Blue 
October concert usually is. Sure, there were 
dozens of kids freezing their asses off because 
the jerks at Sokol wouldnt let them ina minute 
early, and the opening band—Sutffrajet—kind 
of sucked, but Omaha got to see its. precious 
Blue October live and in the flesh again. To a 
lot of fans, that alone is priceless.

Kiss Kiss Bang Bang comes to

Don’t you love going to the movies 
without knowing what to expect in a 
film? 

It doesn’t happen that often any 
more, but when it does, the movie- 
going experience is as close to perfect 
as it can be. 

I had one of these experiences with 
Kiss Kiss Bang Bang, which finally comes 
to Omaha this weekend after limited 
release in most major U.S. cities. 

Here’s the tough part of writing a 
review for this movie...trying to explain 
what it is. Kiss Kiss Bang Bang is about 
a criminal who by chance gets into 
the movie business (sort of) and takes 
detective training and gets involved 
in some convoluted criminal cases 
involving a rich ex-actor, “the girl that 
got away” from high school, and a 
gay, private detective (the one training 


him). 


The ex-criminal-turned detective 
is Harry Lockhart, played by Robert 
Downey, Jr. Usually, Downey is an actor 
that I don’t really like to watch in movies. 
His style of acting is just irritating to me 
in regular films. Kiss Kiss is not your 
average movie, though and Downey 
is perfect. Val Kilmer plays Gay Perry, 
the private detective. He does well with 
the part, although Downey easily steals 


the show. Michelle Monaghan also 
is memorable as a struggling actress 
caught-up in everything happening. 

Explaining the plot of this film 
doesn’t tell you anything, though. This 
movie is so complex and fascinating 
and original, that the story just has to 
take a backseat to the insanity of the 
whole package. While on the surface 
it seems like a crime thriller /mystery- 
type film, the sharp, smart dialogue and 
use of clichés is what makes the movie 
great. Writer and director Shane Black 
uses everything you would expect in 
a thriller and flips it on its head. The 
viewer can never be prepared for what's 
to come next. 

There’s not that much left to say. 
The direction is perfect. Shane Black 
excels in getting the madness done so 
that it doesn’t seem that far from reality. 
Considering that this is his directorial 
debut, expect some great things in the 
future from Black. 

This movie is special, simply put. It’s 
a reminder of why we go to movies in the 
first place. Not just for entertainment, 
but for thought-provoking, _ limit- 
pushing art. It’s hilarious, it’s original, 
and it’s fun as hell to watch everything 
unfold. Go see it and tell your friends to 
go see it.

The UNO soccer team will host the 
NCAA Central Regional at the Soccer Field 
at Ak-Sar-Ben starting today as the top seed 
in the region. The Mavericks will open the 
tournament with a chance to avenge their 
only conference loss against North Dakota. 
The winner of the UNO/UND match will 
take on the winner of South Dakota and 
Minnesota State-Mankato. 

The Mavericks split the season series 
with North Dakota but swept South 
Dakota and Minnesota State this year. The 
Mavericks combined all-time record against 
the tournament field is an impressive 27-5-0. 
The Mavericks’ also carry an 8-3-1 record all- 
time in the NCAA tournament and are 4-0-1 
at the regional level and 4-0 at home. UNO 
also has three final four appearances since 
the program started. 

The Mavericks have dominated the 
North Central Conference this season. Not 
only did they have the best record, they also 
had the best defense. UNO allowed only 
0.65 goals per game this year and Amy Price 
leads the conference with only 0.69 goals 


against average. On offense Beth McGill 
leads the NCC with 1.88 points per game 
and 0.76 goals per game. Brandie Beale leads 
the conference with 71 shots attempted. 

North Dakota gave the Mavericks their 
only loss and is also the only team to have 
beaten Price in her career. Fighting Sioux 
goalkeeper Ashley Rohwer finished second 
in the NCC with only 0.79 goals against. 

This is South Dakota’s second straight 
NCAA appearance. Since their loss to the 
Mavericks the Coyotes have been on a six- 
game unbeaten streak. 

Minnesota State started the year off 
by dropping five straight, but they turned 
things around to go on a 10-game streak 
until they met the Mavericks. Even with the 
six losses, MSU had a strong enough record 
to finish second in the NCC. 

Last week’s 2-1 victory over Minnesota 
State gave the Mavericks their fifth North 
Central Conference championship. Amanda 
Iwansky’s performance also earned her NCC 
player of the week honors. 

Whoever wins the Central Region will 
host the winner of the Great Lakes Region 
next week.
